The arrangement is a eee 5% 
and the accounts of the “dock works are therefore excluded in the following — 
remarks on the general debts. Tie consolidated debt due to Government was 
reduced during the year under review by Rs. 1,18,504, and a sum of Rs. 1,09,800 
was invested on account of the Sinking Fund for the debenture loans.

5. Under Capital account the expenditure amounted to Rs. 6,03,251. 
This, expenditure included a sum of Ks. 50,365 paid by the Commissioners 
as a contribution towards removing the municipal pumping station from 
Chandpal Ghat, thus rendering the frontage at that place ayailable for pas- 
senger traffic. It was stated in paragraph 3 of the Resolution on the Adminis- 
tration Report of the Commissioners for 1886-87 that the new Tea Warehouse 
had been completed. This was, however, not the case, and during the year 
under review a further expenditure of Rs. 2,06,661 was incurred in completing 
the work. At-the Petroleum Wharf at Budge-Budge a sum of Rs, 46,701 was 
spent fur providing better protection for the oil cargoes stored there. A sum of 
Rs. 2,87,121 was expended on a new light-vessel. 

6. The advances which the Commissioners received from the Public 
Treasury for the dock works at Kidderpore amounted to Rs 84,00,000, and 
the total expenditure incurred on these works up to the 31st March 1888 
amounted to Ks. 84,58,536. ‘lhe works have been inspected quarterly by two 
Engineers appointed by the Government, whose reports show that they have 

’ progressed satisfactorily. The inspecting officers have on each occasion 
reported that the quality of the work is all that can be desired.

11. ‘The statistical returns relating to the shipping of the port show that the 

tonnage was larger than in any preceding year. The tendency to transfer the 
trade from sailing’ vessels to steamers, avd to employ vessels of larger tonnage, 
still continues. It is observed that the statistics are sufficient for the i 
of watching the development of the trade of Calcutta, but they cannot be used 
for drawing comparisons between the shipping of Calcutta and that of any other 
port, or between their relative trade. At Calcutta the statistics take account 
only of seagoing vessels taken up or down by pilots. They take no account , 
of the immense trade which is carried on in other vessels both steam and sailing, 
aud the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the Commissioners in thinking that’. 
if comparisons are to be drawn between the trade of different ports, it is 
necessary to make a careful analysis of the returns in order to arrive at the 


true results. 
12. Ten casualties happened to vessels in charge of Assistant Harbour 


Masters, one only of which resulted in damage to the vessel. Three cases , 
of fire occurred on board of vessels, and in one of these the cargo was 
damaged. 

13. The moorings were all examined durimg the year, and. the parts ° 
found defective were replaced. Three new moorings were laid. Owing to the 
increased length of the vessels visiting the Port, und the increased space required 
for landing stages and hauling-out spaces, 16 of the smaller berths had to be 
abandoned and the moorings weighed: three of them have been relaid in greater 
lengths. Three other fixed, and three swinging moorings have also been relaid 
in greater lengths. ‘The total number of moorings at the close of the year was

14. ‘I'he number of vessels of all description surveyed was 355, and the 
total number of visits paid to them was 883, In the course of the. enqui 
into the loss of the S. S. Sir John Lawrence during the cyclone of the 25t 
May 1887, the method in which the surveys were conducted was alleged , 
to be “unsatisfactory and in need of speedy reform.” A Committee was 

thereupon appointed by the Commissioners to make a thorough investigation 
into the matter, and they reported that the charge was not only untenable, .

ere being 21 feet now on the bar against 20 feet last year. The Eden Chan- 
nel continued unaltered until November 1887, when, on account of the extension 
of the Eastern Sands and of a small lump, the former tracks had to be given 
up and more westerly ones — The junction of the Eastern and the 

estern Sands at the middle of Murch made matters worse, and since then the 
channel has had to be kept under observation daily, the buoys being moved 
as required. The bar to the eastward of the Eastern Auckland and Eden 
buoys is expected to be cut through, and a new channel will then be opened 
out. The state of the baris such as to cause anxiety, but the Lieutenant- 
Governor is confident that the Commissioners will do all that is possible to 
cope with the difficulties as they arise. 

_ 20. The navigable channels between Saugor antl Diamond Harbour, the 
Eastern Channel, Channel Creek and the Brace Head Channel, were surveyed 
during the year, and several minor surveys were also made. The light-houses 
were kept in i condition. The Long Sand Light-ship, which broke adrift in 
the cyclone of the 25th May 1887, was replaced by the pilot brig Coleroon and 
later on by the Foam, and the Eastern Channel Light-ship, which was blown off 
the station, was towed back and placed in position. The refuge-houses were 
repaired and re-provisioned during the year. 

21. The obstruction caused to navigation by the James and Mary shoal 
continues unabated. Three vessels of the British India Steam Navigation Com- 
ee pee on it. Two of them were lost, but the other was successfully 

oated off. There is a feeling among agents of steam-ships and others 
interested in the trade of the port, that the obstruction may to a certain extent 
be diminished by dredging or raking the shoal. With this object experifnents 

were made some years ago, and information as to their nature and the results 

obtained has recently been placed at the disposal of the Conference of repre- 
sentatives of steam-ship owners. Those ts were not such as to encourage 
hope of improvement being effected by such means, but the Lieutenant-Governor 
will be glad to learn whether the Commissioners propose to take any further 
steps in this matter. 

22. The question of providing increased telegraphic facilities for the 
shipping was considered, but the Government of India was unable to entertain 
the scheme. .

- _8. The receipts of the Port and Pilotage Funds amounted, respectively, 
to Rs. 56,469 and Rs. 16,235, against Rs. 51,363 and Rs. 13,327 in the 
previous year. Port dues, mooring fees, and receipts on account of water- 
supply, mainly contributed to the increase in the receipts of the Port Fund. 
The Port Fund and the pilotage charges amounted, respectively, to 


Rs. 52,147 and Rs. 15,514, against Rs. 28,110 and Rs. 16,333 in: 1888.87. * 


The Port Fund charges thus exceeded those of the previous year by Rs. 24,037. 
The rise was mainly under the head of Dockyard, Miscellaneous, and Public 
Works charges. The first was owing to the adjustment during the year of the 
cost-of swinging moorings supplied to the Port in 1886: the second to the 
expenses of laying them being similarly adjusted in the current year; and the 
last to the excavation of the Moheskhally canal, which was transferred to the 
Port in January 1888. The decreases were chiefly on’ account of contingencies 
for vessels and boats, light-house stores, and repairs. 

10. The Port and the Pilotage Funds were expected to close on the 31st 


March 1888 with a credjt balance of Rs- 71,406 and Rs. 1,487, respectively, . 


against Rs, 71,086 and Rs. 994, the closing balances of the previous year. 
These figures, however, are liable to correction, as the accounts of the year 
have‘not yet been adjusted with the Accountant-General, Bengal. 

11. Two vessels aggregating 221°5 tons were built during the year, against 
two of 217 tons in the year before. Jute-shippers have raised the freight from 
Naraingunge to Chittagong from 12 annas to Re. 1 a bale. It remains to 
be seen whether the higher rate will bring about an increase of the number of 
vessels engaged in the trade. 

12. ‘The*jetty was kept in good order, and arrangements have been made 
for lighting the staircases. The depth of water at the head of the jetty at low 
tide, which increased in 1886-87 from 14 to 16 feet, was only 15 feet 


during the year under review. ‘The moorings and buoys were kept in good 


condition. ; 
13. The Kutubdia Light-house and the Norman’s Point beacons were in. 


good order. The question of improving the lighting of the approaches to’ the 
port is still under consideration. 

14. There were five wrecks during the year. The ship Zarl of Jersey 
was lost shortly after leaving the port through the incompetency of her master. 
The barque Zaddington was lost by fire, the cause of which could not be 
— The other three vessels were lost in the Megna, two being stranded 
and one taking fire. They were of small tonnage. 

15, A Port Trust was, as stated in paragraph 11 of the Resolution on the 
Administration Report of the Port for 1886-87, constituted during the year, 
bat the Act not having been brought into operation, the Trust had no legal 
status, and the appointments and elections were ‘subsequently cancelled. The 
law came into force from the 25th of April 1858, and since the close of the 
year a Trust has been lawfully established. 

16. The health of the Port was good, and there was no epidemic disease 


throughout the year. ‘

Ms storm had disappeared, though there was on this day atendency to the formation of 
a low-pressure area, accompanied by slight ciroulation of winds, over the eastern part of 
South Behar. Conditions remained practically unaltered on the \3th, bat on the 14th a ripid 
increase took place in the strength of the westerly component in the wind directions, and the 
south-easterly winds which were previously blowing were replaced by westerly 
and south-westerly winds in ‘all districts exoopt the extreme east and north of the province. 
A very rapid incrvase of pressure also took place in the western and south-western 
districts, ond the area of minimum pressure was transferred to the southern distric s of North 
Bengal, where also there existed a marked tendency to the setting up of a cyclonic circulation 
of winds. By the morning of the 15th a distinct barometric depression had formed, accom- 
panied by a fairly complete cyclonic circulation of winds, the centre of the depression being 
to the south-east of Baagulpore. On the 16th the depression had moved slow.y in a westerly 
9 direction, and the centre was to the south or south-south-west of Bhagulpore, and on the 
17th it had again moved in a westerly direction, and was lying over the western part of . 
Behar and —— of Chutia Nagpur, the centre being not very far from Gya and Hazari- "| 
bagh, and slightly to the north or north-north-east of the latter station. Later on the dapres-, 
‘sion passed out of the province in a westerly direction, but its further history will be 
described in the meteorology of the succeeding week. ; 
Conditions, it will therefore be seen, have been particularly favourable for general and 
heavy rainfall throughout the week. With the formation of the first depression in South- 
West Bengal on the 11th, very heavy rain was brought to the stations in this area, and thus 
on this day Diamond Harbour received 4°88 inches, Kukrahaty (Midnapore district) 
3°41 inches, Palamow 2-47 inches, and Tumlook (Midnapore district) 230 inches; while : 
falls of from one to two inches were very general. Yor the following few days fairly bist 
general and moderately heavy rain continued to fall, but with the setting in of westerly / 
winds, and the ‘ame per interaction with the easterly winds previously blowing, and 
with the formation of the depression on the 15th, conditions again became particularly :

‘Memorial from the Central National Mahomedan Association, dated the 2nd July, 
1888, and previous correspondence regarding the employment.of Mahomedans in 
the public.service. 

» In 1882 the Central National Mahomedan Association submitted a memo- 
rial ‘pointing out the depressed: condition of Mahomedans in Bengal, its causes, 
and the remedial measures which, in the opinion of the Association, were 
required. Upon this memorial the Government of India in the Home Depart- 
ment. recorded a Kesvlution, dated the 15th July, 1885, in which it was observed 


* that in every province admission to the superior departments in the Service 


of Government was, as a rule, regulated, either by public competition, or by 
the possession of qualifications altogether independent of the race or creed of 
the candidate, that, in the opinion of the Governor-General in Council, it 
was neither desirable on general grounds, nor for the advantage of Maho- 
“medans themselves, that they should be exempted from the tests established 
to secure the admission of duly qualified candidates into the public service, 
or that any special favour should be*shown them in open competitive examin- 
ations of any kind. ‘Lhe following remarks, however, followed in paragraph 22 
of. the Resolution :— 

- There are a large number of appointments the gift of which lies in the 
hands of the Local Governments, the High Courts, or local officers. The 


‘» Governor-General in Council desires that, in those provinces where Mahomedans 


do not receive their full share of State employment, the Local Governments 
and High Courts will endeavour to redress this inequality as opportunity offers, 


and, will impress upon subordinate officers the importance of attending to this _ 


in their selection of candidates for appointments of the class last referred to.” 
With reference to these remarks, instructions were issued to Commissioners, 


on the 7th October, 1855, and the 7th April,.1886, to furnish in their annual, 


general reports statistics of the employment of Mahomedans in the public 
service, and it was further directed that the subject should be noticed in the 
Provincial. Administration Report. 


2. Another memorial has. now been received by Government from the. 


Central National Muhoniedan Association, dated the 2nd July, 1888, in which 
the Association, after referring to the orders,passed, state that, in spite of those 
orders, and in spite also of the fact that. English education has decidedly 
progressed among Mahomedans, the condition of their co-religionists hasin no 


way improved, but that, on the contrary, it has been ascertained by means. 


of, statistics furnished, from the different districts in Bengal, and enquiries 
made in several departments,, that, instead of an improvement, there. has been 
‘an appreciable retrogression. . 

8, ‘Lo the Lieutenant-Governor it would bea matter of very great con- 


. cernso find that.any such retrogression had taken place. Neither the statistics 


to which,the. memorial. refers, nor. the nature of, the enquirivs uadertaken by 


Association, have been, communicated; so, that the Lieutenant-Governor is,

there is apparently a mistake in the figurés ‘farnished, due possibly to” 
error in Pinificetion, as it is scarcely possible that the increase in the 
number ‘of Mahomedan employés can have been as large as the figures 
indicate ; but in all the other divisions the figures are accepted, and these 
show that everywhere, except in Burdwan, there has been a satisfactory 
increase. The Commissioner of Burdwan states that he has drawn the at- — 
tention of Collectors under him to the falling off in his division, and 
observes that, in his opinion, enough has not been done in the direction of | 
introducing Mahomedan apprentices into Government offices ; but he adds 

that though Mahomedan candidates for the higher posts, such as that of 
Mohurir, are forthcoming, he finds a great lack of such candidates for — 
apprenticeships. In other words, it would appear that these applicants for — 
employment are unwilling to begin at the foot of the ladder, and, if this is 
anything more than an accident of time and place, the Association will doubt- 

less take steps to have the difficulty overcome. From the Presidency Division 

no statistics are furnished, nor are details given for the Patna Division ; but it : 
is stated that the number of Mahomedans in superior service was greater Ri 
than in the previous year. In the case of the Orissa Division, no figures are 

given for the district of Cuttack; but in the districts of Balasore and Pooree 

there was a decrease from 73 to 60. As Orissa is distinctly a Hindoo provinee, 

the question raised is of less importance there than in other parts of Bengal. 

These figures on the whole indicate certainly no retrogression; but, as before - 
observed, without knowing how far the statistics referred to by the Association 

cover the same ground with reference to departments and classes of Government + 
servants, as those of the Commissioners’, it is impossible for the Lieutenant- ‘ 
Governor to institute any comparison between them. He is inclined primd 

Jacie to accept the indications, offered by the Commissioners’ figures, that there ‘ 
has been a substantial improvement in the encouragement now given to the- 
employment of Mahomedans in Government offices, and that the orders of 
Government have generally received due attention ;' but, if the Association can 

show in regard to particular districts or departments that this is not the case, 

he will be prepared to give further consideration to the matter. P 

4. The memorial of the Mahomedan Association contains also a protest © * 
against the introduction of competitive examinations for the selection of . 
candidates for various services. On this point the Lieutenant-Governor has 
nothing to add to the observations of the Government of India, which have - 
been recorded in their Resolution already quoted, and are definitely accepted 
as an enunciation of the principles by which the policy of Government in this 
connection should be guided. * 
5. The memorialists conclude their petition with an earnest appeal to the 

Lieutenant-Governor “ to see that the claims of the Mahomedans are properly 

' recognised, and to istue peremptory directions that the Government Resolutions | 
above referred to shall be strietly carried into effect.” About the general 
policy of the Government on this subject there is no room for doubt or error. + 

‘The only question can be as to the extent to which existing orders have been = 
carried out. A copy of this Resolution will be circulated to the Commissioners 
of Divisions and the heuds of departments in order again to draw. their atten- 
tion to the matter, and to remind the former to be careful to furnish in their 
Administration Reports full information on the subject, The ——

are now submitted annually, should be changed to half-yearly statements, —

F 2. The receipts on account of the funds held in trust by the Shipping 
Master declined, with the exception of ticket money and deposit money of 
native seamen. The decrease was largest under the head Deposit Money of 
British seamen. The decrease under this head is attributed to the facts that a %, 
large number of European seamen having been discharged and re-shipped on the 
same day, no part of their wages was deposited in the office, and that sanction 
is refused to the discharge of any seaman, whenever there isa large number of 
seamen on shore, unless some other employment has already been secured for 
him. .

In the 24 hours from the 22nd to 8 a.w. of the 23rd the smal! storm had apparently 

moved about 30 or 35 miles in a nortli-westerly direction, and the storm contre was certainly 

about 60 or 65 miles inland. Over the whole of South-West Bengal on this day, winds were 

only light to moderate in foree, and it appeared as if throughout its existence the 

storm, would only give feeble winds, though the rainfall accompanying it was heavy, and falls 

of six and seven inches had been reported in Orissa on the morning of the 23rd. At fhe head 

of the Bay, it was believed that squally weather only prevsiled in connection with the storm, 

for the storm centre was actually a considerable distance inland, and for certainly a diameter of 

120 miles in the centre of the storm only light to moderate winds were blowing. Conditions 

however, began to change on Thursda'y afternoon, and the storm centre commenced to advance 

more rapidly than hitherto, and by 6 Pm. it was almost to the east of Calcutta, and by 8 px. 

* it was slightly to the east-north-eist of that station. With the advance of the storm, winds 

commenced on the afternoon of this day to increase in force at Saugor Island, though up to 

- about 3 p.m.: moderate westerly winds only were blowing. After this time a strong south- 

, omar gule sprang up, and for some hours it continually increased in strength. As 

pointed out above, when this south-wosterly and south-south-westerly gale spravg up at 

augor Ixland, the storm centre was at least 60 to 70 miles inland, being near Calcutta and 

therefore to the nortli-north-east of Saugor Island. In ofher words, itis evident that this 

south-westerly gale formed no part of the true cyclonic circulation of winds accompanying the 

storm, but was merely an effect produced mainly by the strong indraught towards 

the stprm in its advance over the land, and which south-westerly winds helped to feed 

the cyclonic circulation, which also at this time increased rapidly in force. That such 

is the case is clear, for with the centre of the storm tp ,the east of Caleutta a cyclonic 

cireulation of winds could only have given a north-westerly gale at Saugor Island, whereas 

when the wind direction was west at-Saugor Island the velocity was still light. At 

what time this south-westerly gale sprang up at sea in connection with the storm it is difficult 

to say, for the land observations gave no indication of its existence until the storm actually 

commenced to blow at Saugor Igland.

. below the normal. In Assam the mean temperature has been in excess of the normal by 07°. 


Rainfail—Has been fairly general throughout the week, and with the development 
and increase in intensity of the storm in South- West Bengal at the end of the week, rainfall 
beoame excessively heavy in Orissa and over the southern districts of South-West Bengal. 
Thus on the oath Mohesreka (Oolooberia) reported the very large fall of 15°42 inches,tihile 
falls exceeding 10 inches (from 6 pm. of the 23rd to 6 p.m. of the 24th) occurred at Caloutta, 
Saugor Island, Dum- Dum and Howrah, and falls exceeding three and four inches were very 
numerous. ‘The rainfall of the province for the week has generally been very ly in excess 
of the normal. In Orissa the excessive fall of 11°39 inches is reported, which is about 
9 inches in excess of the normal. In South-West Bengal the falls have averaged no iess than 
7°42 inches, or more than four inches in excess of the normal. In East Bengal an av 
fall of 5.39 inches is reported, or nearly two inches in excess of the normal. In Behar the 
falls have averaged from nearly two to three inches, or about the usual amount for the period, . 
In Chutia Na an average fall of 4°64 inches is reported, whichis abou‘ an inch more than 
the normal. ally, the smallest falls have ocourred in North Bengal, where an ay 
amount of only 1:87 inches is recorded. This fall is nearly an inch smaller than the — 
and this district is therefore the only one where the falls have not been ploutiful.

‘The value of property destroyed was estimuted at Rs. 63,655 against Rs, 64,375, 
The fires were less seridus than in the previous year, and in the town the only 
fire which calls for special notice was on board the slip Hutton Hatl, in 
which a cargo of jute to the value of Rs. 23,000 was destroyed. In the 
‘stbutbs and in Howrah the fires were principally confined to thatched and 
tiled huts and to stacks of straw. 

8. Nune of these fires was attended with loss of human life, nor didia

OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
ie’ IN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE MBTBOROLDGICAL OBSERY. TONS, 
‘TAKEN | IN ASSAM, FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE lsr 


Te ical history of the previous week had been important from the formation — 
of a cyclonic storm at the head of the Bay. This storm subsequently advanced slowly over an: 
‘South-West Bengal, where it remained stationary for some days, gradually intensifying, and 
‘then commenced to move more rapidly in a north-westerly direction, and with its forward move- | 
ment it strengthened considerably, giving strong winds and heavy rain. On Friday, the 
24th, the centre of the storm was to the north of Calcutta, and at 10 a.m. of this day the aa 
central calm was reported from Krishnaghur. The storm continued its slow north-westerly shee 
advance, and wn the morning of the 25th its centre was in the Sonthal Pergunnahs district, il 
the centre being to the west of Nya Doomka. On the 26th it advanced into the middle of = 
Behar, and its centre was to the east of Gya and to the south-west of Bhagulpore, but the rae 
storm centre was at a considerable distance from any meteorological observatory. On the | 
27th the storm was close to Patna, the centre being to the east or north-east of that station, j 
and on the 28th the storm had passed from Bengal into the North-West Provinces, 
and the centre was to the south of Gorakpur. Up to the 27th the intensity of the storm 

continued to be very considerable, and on this day, with its approach towards Patna, 
arp fell by more thin a fifth of an inch, and a pressure of 29°49 inches was reported ; 

ut with the advance of the storm into the North-West Provinces the storm rapidly decreased 
in intensity and commenced to fill up, and on the morning of the 28th it was a comparatively 
feeble storm. During the 28th and up to the morning of the 29th, the decrease in intensity 
continued, and on the latter day the only indication of its existence was a feeble residual 
cylonic circulation of winds in Oudh and Rohilkund; while on the 30th it had entirely dis-

From the period the 23rd to the 27th, it wasa decidedly influential storm accom- 
anied by very strong winds, and in its big ay it brought up extremely heavy rain, 
tnt previous to and after the date mentioned the storm was of little importance. 
heavy falls up to and including the 24th accompanying the storm have already been 
detailed in the report for the previous week, and during the advance of the storm inland the 
following expectionally heavy falls were reported:—On the 25th Chooadanga received 
6°25 ‘ea, and Diamond Harbour, Culna, Deoghur and Karakdiha between 5 and ° 
inches; falls in excess of four inches were reported from Barrackpore, Goalundo, : 
Subornakholly (Mymensingh district), Sherepore, Bogra, Darjeeling, and Shiekpura (Monghyr * 
district) ; while falls in excess of two and t inches were very numerous. On the 26th : 
Rajmehal received 7:32 inches, Jamui 6°28 inches, Nowada 6°23 inches, Burhi 5°75 inches, 
Behar 5°70 inches, Pakri Barawan 6'5 inches, Barrh 5 40 inches; while falls in excess of 
three and four inches were numerous Again on the 27th, Jehanabad (Gya district) received 
9:05 inches, Gya 7°59 inches, Arwal 6°74 inches, Buxar 6 27 inches, Bikram 6°25 inches and 
Gopalgunge 6 inches, and falls in excess of five inches were reported from Sasseram, Arrah, 
a Daudnagar and Hilsa. After this date the falls became more moderate in 
amount, as the storm had passed out of Behar, and was rapidly diminishing in intensity. 
From about the 29th the meteorological conditions in Bengal were fairly normal for 
the monsoon period, and they continued so on the following day; but on the 31st again a 
small barometric depression had formed in the north-west angle of the Bay, which was accom- 
panied by a distinct cyclonic circulation of winds, though the wind velocities were light ; the 
centre of this circulation was to the south of Saugor Island, or in almost exactly the 
same position as that in which the former storm had generated. Tho depression was, however, *

5. ‘In commenting onthe material condition of the agricultural community, 
the Commissioner states that the upper class of tenants holding their lands 
directly from the zemindars are in easy and independent circumstances,’ and 
that the class of under-tenants, though paying comparatively high rates of 
rént, are still able, with ordinary care and thrift, to provide themselves with a 
‘sufficiency of food and other necessaries. In regard to the labouring — 
it appears that the demand for agricultural labour is, on the whole, equal to an 
in some seasons more than equal. to the local supply. Villagé artisans as a- 
body are as well off as those who cultivate their own lands: but there are 
cases of poverty among them, as in the weaver class, seldom to be met with 
among cultivators. ‘The only help for these people is in factories, either in 
place of, or supplementary to, their home manufactures. “In Moorshedabad it is 
proposed to hold an exhibition in the coming cold weather with the object of 
stimulating and, if possible, reviving in some measure the old indigenous arts - 
and manufactures, which it is said are losing all distinctive excellence. 

6. Prices of food were lower than for some years past, and the surplus 
for sale was larger than usual. Generally speaking the year was one of pros- 
perity to all classes. 

7. An interesting section of the report is devoted to manufactures and 
trade. There are 45 mills, factories, and presses at work in the 24-Pergunnahs 
district, exclusive of a number of jute screws, soorkee and flour mills, and 
castor oil presses, of which no statistics are available. The quantity of jute 
worked up in the jute mills was 90,329 tons, and the estimated value of the 
outturn 17 crores of rupees, against 76,800 tons and 13 crores, respectively; in 5 
the year preceding. ‘Ihere are four cotton mills which appear to have worked 
up 7,685 tons of cotton. This shows a decrease of 645 tons on last year’s work, 
but the value of the outturn is given as 56 lakhs of rupees—four lakhs ‘more 
than that for last year. A feature in the season is the reported-increase in tle 
export of Calcutta mills yarn to China. Besides the large sugar mills at Cossipore, 
there are said to be 170 smaller factories in the district at which sugar is-refined 
according to the native method, and where ,the outturn is estimated at only 
10,800 maunds. In Jessore sugar is manufactured all over the district. 
There is one manufactory at Kotechandpore, where 14,833 maunds of refin 

-sugar wereypnoduced. “ihe ‘manufacture of ‘unrefined sugar or “ dalua” is 
carried on at about 200 factories: 1t is observed, however, that the industry 
has declined since foreign sugar has been brought into the market. Besides 
sugar, a large quantity of goor or molasses is manufa:tured from date juice an 
a small quantity from sugareane juice; the extension of sugarcane cultivatién. 
is to meet the increased demand for molasses and not for manufactured sugar.

The — General Administration Report of the Dacoa Division for the year 


The report is submitted by Mr. Larminie, who was in charge of the divi- 
sion throughout the year, except for a period of three months, when Mr. Worsley 
officiated as Commissioner. : 

»2. The tours made by the Commissioner, the District and Sub-divisional 
Officers, were of sufficient length, and appear to have been useful and well 
planned. The Sub-divisional Officers of the Dacca district regeive special com- 
mendation for the character of their work while in camp. 

3.. The rainfall was sufficient and fairly and suitably distributed throughout 
the year. Asa consequence the crops, both rice, jute, and pulses, were good in 
every district. Prices were easy. It is noted by the Commissioner that rice sold 
cheaper in Dacca and Furreedpore than in the two great rice-growing districts 
of Backergunge and Mymensingh. This is a remarkable evidence of the 
facilities now afforded for communication, and of the manner in which the 
trade of the country is opening up. It is buta few years ago that it was 
reported that in a season of bumper harvest the crops were left in many places 
to ripen and wither on the ground, while the peasants were left lamenting at the 
cheapness of grain. The tendency now is towards a general equalisation of 
prices. In December 1867, when there was a favourable harvest, the average 
price of common rice in Mymensingh was 82 seers and in Backergunge 42 seers. 
The price in Calcutta at that time was between 24 and 30 seers per rupee. 
Twenty ® later, in December 1887, when there was also a favourable 
harvest, the average * in Mymensingh was 21 seers 1 ehittack, and in Backer- 
gunge 24 seers 1 chittack. In Calcutta the average price of rice of the same 

uality was 20 seers and 8 chittacks. Nothing could show more decisively than 
these figures the effect which has been produced by the development of trade, and 
the great increase of wealth which in consequence must have poured into the 
producing districts. 

“4. go is nothing to add to what has been said in previous years as to the 
material condition of the people. The agriculturists continue to be prosperous, 
and the artizans also are said to be well-to-do. The number of landless 
la is small, and a road cannot be made or a tank excavated without the 
aid of foreign labourers, 

5. Thesection of the report on'trade and commerce furnishes statistics of 
traffic in the principal articles of trade. The figures, however, do not seem to 
have been subjected to analysis and cannot be accepted as trustworthy. For 
instance, the Commigsioner writes of Naraingunge :—‘‘ The trade of this rising 
‘mart expanded very considerably during the year under report, the imports 
ing increased from Rs. 3,62,683 to Rs. 6,03,460, and the exports from 
38,922 to Rs. 98,16,285.” It is presumed that these figures relate to 

traffic only, and it is obvious that they very imperfectly represent the 

» amount of trade carried on in one of the largest inland marts in the Lower 
Provinces. Naraingunge is the great emporium of trade for Eastern Bengal, 
as Serajgunge is of Northern Bengal and Patna of Behar; anda mere com- 
parison of the figures quoted under exports with those quoted under imports 
18 ‘sufficient to show how imperfectly the latter represent the whole import 
» traffic of the For purpose of comparison with the present figures, the 
' Lieutenant.Governor observes that in the year 1876-77, when special arrange- 
ments were sanctioned for the registration of inter-district traffic, the value 
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» receipts during the year being Rs, 3,00,284 against Rs, 2 1940 i ibe

These figures afford some approximation of the trade of Naraingunge, 
but there is little doubt that they were an under-statement at the time they 
were recorded, and it is certain that during the last eleven years the tradé 
has considerably increased. Turning now to the trade and commerce of 
export districts, it is observed that in regard to the export rice trade from 
Backergunge the Commissioner writes :— 

“Ries known as budam riee, for which this district is notable, is grown in . bum 
crops throughout the district, and is the most important article of export trade. ith 
the reclamation of jungle or waste lands the production i is increasing year by year, There 
was a heavy crop for the year under report, and in spite of the low prices in Caleutta 


~ exports increased in bulk, it is estimated to 26 lakhs of maunis, against 24 lakhs of the 


preceding year.’ 
These figures appear also not to cover the whole ground. In 1876-77 the 


- export of rice from the district was registered as 36, 40,000 maunds. The 


— in Caleutta from Backergunge hive since been registered year by year, 
and in 1885-86 they amounted 10 41,54,572 maunds, and in 1886-87 to 
39,95,180 maunds. ‘The figures given for the Mymensingh rice exports are 
admitted by the Commissioner to be not altogether reliable, but, ‘so far as can 
be made out from the sub divisional reports, the amount exported was about 
2,22,150 maunds.” This again is an obvious under. estimate. In 1876-77 the 
registered exports were —rice 7,26,200 maunds, and paddy 12,12 800 maunds. In 
otber respects it is possible that ‘the figures given in the Commissioner’ 8 report are 
more accurate than those which have now been examined ; but if this should not 
prove to be so, and the local officers are not in a position to check the inform- 
ation acquired by them on the spot with the annual statistics of external trade 
which are published by Government, the Lieutenant-Governor considers that 
it would he better to altogether omit these statistics from future reports, 

6. The current demand of land revenue in the division T08 
Rs. 33,83,507 to Rs. 34,93.000, and the collections were on the whole sa j 
‘Lhe excise revenue showed a small increase of from Rs. 7 ,69,498 to Rs. 7,7 088. 
The outstill system was in force in all parts of the division excepting th town 
of Dacca and its neighbourhood. The receipts from ganja show a ac- 
tory increase with a ” yeduced consumption, There was an increase in tlie, 
stamp revenue from Rs, 22,75,726 to Rs. 23,93,220, and in income-tax from 
Rs, 2,839,983 to Rs, 2,85,569. In all respects ‘the result of the revenue admi- 
nistration indicates the i increasing prosperity of the people., 

7. A marked feature of the Dacca Division is the institution of agricultural 
Joan banks at various local centres. ‘These banks now exist in many distri 
of Bengal, and their number and importance show .a satisfactory tendencfyto 
increase. In the Dacca Division there are now ten of such banks‘doly registered: 
two in Dacca, one in Furreedpore, one in Backergunge, arid six in Mymensingh. 
Of these the Furreedpore Loan Office is the most successful. . It is ot Re ‘be in» 
a flourishing condition and on a thoroughly sound basis. 

8. The traffic on the Dacca State Ri way line shows an increase,

division. Of the total number of pupils on the rolls, 120,849, or 4°3 per cent., 
were Mahomedans. The percentage is 53°5 per cent. in lower primary and 
only 8-1 per cent. in higher English schools. The Commissioner observes : ‘ Tho 
cause of this is not far to seck. The number of higher class Mahomedans is 
small in this division, and the number who care for higher education is therefore 
necessarily small.” The number of Mahomedan officers in superior Goyern- = 4 
ment service is 644 to 2,759 Hindoos, showing a considerable increase during the : 


ear. 
" 10. In Mymensingh, the Vistriet Board held its first. meeting in October 
last, and the members have, it is stated, displayed very keen interest in their 
work. Mr Larminie writes; “ The District and Local Boards have on the whole 
worked satisfactorily in the several districts and sub-divisions. The distriet 
officers bear testimony to the zeal, interest, and activity shown by the members — 
of the several Boards, and, as far as I can judge at present, | sce no reason® 
for differing from them.” Regarding municipalities, Mr. Larminie says: 
‘There are 16 municipalities in the division. Most of them are presided over «- 
by non-official Chairmen, and it is satisfactory to notice that the administration 
has not, on the whole, suffered much by the change. In the smaller munici- 
palities the change has on the whole worked as well as could be expected, but I 
am not prepared to pronounce an opinion in the case of the larger ones.” 
The Dacca Municipality is not working well. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has had occasion in his tour at Dacca to warn the Commissioners against a ; 
factious partizanship of a purely personal character so dangerous to the welfare :

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“DISTRESS IN KHOORDAH. 


Tue following correspondence on the subject of the present distress in 
Khoordah is published for general information. n

In continuation of my letter No, 2846—112Fam., dated the 22nd 
August, 1888, I am directed to forward, for the information of the Government 
of India, the accompanying copy of a letter from the Commissioner of Orissa, 
No. 1687R, dated the 28th August, 1887, and its enclosures, submitting a 
report for the fortnight ending the 15th August, 1488, on the present scarcity 
in Khoorda, together with a copy of the eketch map therewith received 
showing the areas affected. 

9. Abundant rain has since fallen, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts 
with the Commissioner that the most critical period has passed. It has, 
however, been reported that signs of distress have lately appeared in other 
parts of the Orissa Division, namely, in Banki and Angul, and in the Tributary 
State of Baramba. The Banki estate comprises an area of 116 square miles, 
but pressure is felt in 48 mouzalis only, covering an area of 44 square miles. 
The outturn of crops, during the years 1886 and 1887, in Banki, is stated to 
have been as follows :—

But in this tract also there has been heavy rain, and prospects may be 
expected to have — A special officer has been deputed by the 
missioner to make full enquiries, and his report is awaited. The available M- 
formation regarding Angul and the Tributary Siate of Baramba is also incom- 
plete. Up to the present time no other measures of relief than the sanction of 
Rs. 5,000 as tuccavi advances for both Angul and Banki, the distribution*ef 
charitable relief on a small scale, and the relaxation of the rules for the An 
Forests, so as to enable the people to gather forest produce for food, have 
been considered necessary. The Assistant Superintendent of the Tributary 
Mehals has visited Angul and will make a special enquiry and report 
regarding the condition of the people, the state of the crops and the suffi- 
- ciency of the measures taken to relieve local distress. The Commirsioner and 

the local officers seem fully prepared for any emergency, and their attitude 
of watchful preparation has the Lieutenant-Governor’s entire confidence, 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor approves of ull the arrangements made in 
Khoorda, as described in the enclosures to the accompanying letter from the 
Commissioner. The grants applied for in paragraph 6 of the Commissioner’s 
letter, viz. Rs. 15,000 for gratuitous relief, and an additional sum of Rs. 25,000 
for loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act, have been sanctioned. Notwith- 
standing the large grants which have been placed at the disposal of the local 
officers in Orissa, it is not expected that the total advances under the Agri- 
culturists’ Loans Act for the Province will exceed the limit of Rs. 1,50,000. 

4, In regard to the deaths which have actually occurred from starvation, 
the details have to be gathered from the reports of the circle officers. These 
are given below—

in Ghatikea from starvation, I (Mr. Taylor, Sub-divisional Officer of Khoordah) visited

—— house, the husband having failed to maintain her, She dropped on the way at night, 
and heavy showers of rain passed over her head, and in the morning, when she was discovered 
by me, life was all but extinct. No efforts could bring back life to her. Tore is no 
doubt that she died of the effects of cold and hunger. Her bome was-not in my circle. She 
was about 40 years old.”

6. Sir Steuart Bayley has instructed the Forest Department to ec: operate 
with the district officials by a relaxation of the Forest Rules and the adoption 
‘of useful works within the forests in the Orissa Division, and orders have also 
’ been conveyed through the Public Works Department, to the Superintending 
Engineer of the Orissa Circle, for the commencement of thorough repairs

4. I regret to say that a few deaths from starvation have occurred, but 
these could scarcely have been prevented under the circumstances mentioned 
in paragraph 6 of the Subdivisional Officer’s letter. Mr. Taylor writes :—“ The 
whole of the distress could not be reached within the time, partly owing to 
the supineness of the people themselves, who do not think muck of a few 
deaths from starvation amongst their poorer neighbours, and partly owing to 
the fact that the greatest distress is amongst the Savars, who live apart from 
the rest of the population, sometimes in dense jungle, and who are a very 
retiring and shy race, who will die quietly in their homes without making 
any sign.” 

7 5. he Collector, Mr. Allen, who has visited the worst parts of the 
subdivision, i¢., the north-eastern, north-western, and western circles, 
speaks very highly of the work done by the Subdivisional Officer and the 
Relief Inspectors, and reports that “not a single pice eppears to have been 
wasted, and not a relief work has been opened unnecessarily or paid for at too 
high a rate.’ The correctness of this view is borne out-by the fact that 
* whenever, owing to a good shower of rain, field work has been available, the . 
labourers have deserted our works and reserted to their normal employments.” 

I feel no doubt whatever that all officers, from the Collector downwards, have 
been animated by a loyal and zealous desire to do their duty and to avoid 
unnecessary expenditure. 

6. Every endeavour will be made to restrict gratuitous relief operations 
as much as possible, now that employment in the fields is generally available , 
and the most critical period has passed. I recommend, however, that the 
original estimate of Ks. 15,000 for gratuitous relief may be sanctioned, and 
that a further allotment of Rs. 25,000 (bringing up the total grant to 
Rs, 90,000—vide paragraph 65 of Mr. Taylor’s letter) may be made for advances, 
under the Agricultural Loans Act. : 

7. Though the prices of food-grains have not risen to what are called | 
“famine prices,” it appears that only smal) — of grain have been pr- 
curable at the prices quoted.

I must preface my report with the remark that, as the present distress was confined to 
the limits of the Khoorda estate, I did not think it necessary to follow exactly the rules laid 
down in the Famine Qode for the guidance of District Officers; because I considered that I was 
acting rather as a benevolent landlord, who was assisting his poorer tenants to tide over a 
period of sharp (but, as I trast, temporary) distress, than as a Government official dealing with 
a distressed area of the ordinary description. Still the Famine Code was from the first accepted 
as a most oseful guide for our actions, and the instructions issued by me to the Circle Inspec- 
tors, of which a copy was sent to you with my No. C of the 8th instant, were based mainly on 
the rules of that Code, 

8. Famine Code, 9 (1).—The area affected, and the approximate estimate of the portion of 
the population affected, ana also the number of relief circles and of officers in charge, are given 
in paragraphs 8 and 4 of Mr. Taylor’s report. From this it will be seen that out of a popula- 
tion of over 350,000 persons, about 50,000 are in need of assistunce, In my No. B of the 
29th ultimo, I estimated the numbers that would require relief, provided good rain did not fall 
during the first balf of this month, at 86,000; but as good rain did fall ail over the sub- 
division during that period, the estimate has happily been reduced, and the heavy rain 
which bas fullen during the last few days all over the subdivision wiil still further reduce the 
numbers given by the Subdivisional Officer.

“11. I cannot close this report without drawing your attention to the really admirable 
work done by the Subdivisional Officer, the Tehsildar, and by all officers employed on relief, 
They have one and all worked not only zealously and indefatigably, but also judiciously and, 
in spite of considerable hardships and discomforts, uncomplainingly. Thongh Mr. Taylor and 
I have inspected a great deal of the work done by the Circle Inspectors of the west, north-west, 
and north-east circles, and have been kept informed by diaries and accounts of the work 
done in Rameswar and Banpur, we have not had occasion to find fault with the action 
of any one of them.

Besides the regular famine staff, the Deputy Inspector and Sub-Inspector of Schools 
have given us useful information from time to time of cases of distress. The District Superin- 
tendent of Police has gone at my request to inspect the thanas and outposts east of the 
Chilka, though the camping there, owing to recent floods, must be extremely uncomfortable, in 
order to see whether any relief measures will be required in that part. of this district. At 
head-quarters Babu Rajgopal Roy has cheerfully undertaken the extra work thrust upon him. 
At one time, owing to the illness of Baboo Manmohan Chakraverty, and the enforced absence 
of the Civil Surgeon on duty, be was for a few days in charge of the jail, treasury, and district 
office in addition to his ordioary duties. In order to relieve the salaried staff as much ag 
ible, 1 have transferred a great deal of extra judicial and other work to the Bench of 
—— Magistrates, and they and the Vice-Chairman of the District Board have accepted 
the additional work put upon their shoulders without the faintest protest or complaint. Kumar 
Girindra Narayan Deb, who joined his appointment as Joint-Magistrate on the Sth instant, has 

been prevented by illness from doing a stroke of work up to dute, 
12, There is one more point that I hope I may refer to without being misunderstood 


or considered impertinent,.and that is the assistance we have all received from your action 


throughout this crisis. When work failed and the granaries were closed, and we had to act 
promptly in order to save life, we were not embarrassed by calls for further information and 
detailed reports. All along you have been good enough not only to write, but to telegraph, 
your approval of our action, and your sanction of the extra expenditure that I thought right 
to incur. Instead of our action being paralyzed, as it might have been, by any less cordial and 
prompt recognition of the fact that we were doing our best to grapple with the difficulties of 
the situation that had been forced upon us, we were encouraged to proceed boldly and

66. One reason why the Savars and Bauries have been so much reduced is that under 
the rules parsed by Government on the 24th March 1886, they have been to some extent «pre. 
cluded from taking and selling minor forest prodace, such as firewood, brambles, leaves 
creepers, wild yams, fruits, and vegetales from the forests. . 
67. From the reserves which are very extensive in zillah Dandimal, but less so in zillah 

Khorda, the poorer classes have been almost entirely excluded, and in the protected areas 
which comprise every inch of jungle or waste land on the estate, they have been a good deal 
hindered in taking what they required by the forest guards, paiks, and watchmen who doubtless 
have harassed the poorer classes a great deal. 

68. For the last year Savar and Bauri women have been almost entirely prevented under 
the rules from carrying about bundles of firewood, &c., for sale in the villages on the estate, 

As this was almost their only work during the slack season, and as work in the fields 

_ during June and July was stopped for want of rain, the poorer classes were reduced suddenly 
to a state of actual starvation. 

69, Tne protected forests were, however, thrown entirely open by Mr. Richardson 
under the Comminsioner’s orders to the Savars, Baaries, and other poor in the middle of July 
and they have also been allowed to take dry wood, creepers for building, yams. berries and 
vegetables from some of the reserves, and this has assisted them to a considerable extent, — 

' "70. For the future, the Forest Rules must be made easier for the poorer classes of 
Khorda, and this can, 1 think, be done without any material loss of forest revenue, 
/ 7). Had there been a Sub-Assistant or Assistant Conservator in charge of the Khorda 
' forests for the last year, I do not think that such serious distress amongst the Savare and 
Bauries would have occurred. 

72. As itis, since Mr. Wylly and Mr, Quinnell have been transferred, there has been 
no one on the spot to look after forest matters in Khorda, and the Deputy Conservator can only 
afford to pay the estate occasional and limited visits, and has certainly no time to look into 
details to watch the effect of the rales on the people, or to see that they are carried out in a 
reasonable manner.

73. A Forest officer on the spot evuld do a great deal towards making matters easier for 
the poorer classes, and at the same time he would be able"to improve the forests and increase 
the forest revenue. J ‘ 

74. ‘he Taila rules have never been enforced very strictly, and since the chances of 
distress came to my notice, every restriction has been removed and taila allowed freely on all 
waste Jands not covered with good jungle. A very large area has in consequence been sown 
or planted with mandia (Kleusire corocana and Hleusire stricta), and cotton clearings have also 
been made and waste lands ploughed for til (Sessasmum), urrar, kulthi, and other products. 
Baiguns also have been largely planted out, and are now coming into the market ; cucumbers 
and gourds of sorts have also been extensively cultivated, and the mandia crop will soon be ripe. 

75. Another reason why the Savars have suffered more severely than any other class is 
that, like nearly all wild raves, the men are idle, and do aut like really hard work of any sort, 
They depend to a great extent on their women to support them und their children by working 
in the fields, picking and selling firewood, and the like. 

76. The men of the Savar tribe will cat jungle, dig up yams, and collect honey, but they 
object to digging up tMe roots of jungle as work too for them. They object to earthwork 
for the same reason, whilst the wowen, following the example of ‘all other women in Khorda, 
will not do earthwork, The men have the greatest objection to go out in rainy weather,

The total number of orders 
refused was 2,066. It is expected that a smaller proportion will be refused in future years, 
and in order to ensure this result the Board have issued a general rule that doubtful points 
are to be determined in favour of acceptance rather than of refusals of these special money- 


“From the Ist ane 1888 the rules have been revised so as to make the revenue money- 
order system applicable to all estates, irrespective of the amount of their land revenue, and 
to include remittances of zemindari dik cess, as well as land revenue and road and public 
works cess. It has also been ruled that other public demands may be paid at the option of 
‘the payer by ordinary postal orders, provided that the particulars given are sufficient for the 
department concerned. 

The success of the system, which the Lieutenant-Governor observes with much 
satisfaction, is largely due to the personal trouble which has been taken 
by Mr. Kisch, the Postmaster-General, and his subordinates to organise details 
and ensure that there should be no breakdown at times of pressure. The 
convenience to the public afforded by the new arrangements is no doubt very

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administered with great consideration, and the leniency shown—in the opinion 
of many officers an excessive leniency—is evinced by the number of defaults. 
The proportion of sales is now only 12 per cent. on the number of defaults, 
whereas four years ago it was 17 per cent. The care and discrimination 
now exercised * Collectors in tho ease of sales for petty arrears and the 
indulgence shown to defaulters is due to the policy initiated by 
r. Reynolds at the Board, and it meets with the Lieutenant-Governor’s entire 
val. It is a wise and considerate policy, from which the landholders have 
gained and the Government has not suffered. That the greater moderation 
now displayed has not in any way affected the revenue is shown by the follow- 
ing statement of the percentage of collections, year by year, during the 
past four years upon the gross demand :—1884-85, 92°41; 1885-86, 93°53; 
1886-87, 94°58 ; 1887-88, 94°75. 
20. The total number of certificates filed during the year was 176,608, 
— against 177,618 in the previous year. Of 
yard 80,205 were for road cess, 30,422 for water-rates, 
12,418 for wards’ estates, 24,218 for rent due to Government, and the rest for 
other demands. A large number of certificates is annually filed for the reali- 
zation of petty demands, principally of road cess and water-rates. Out 
of the total number of certificates, in 57,194 cases payment was made on mere 
issue of notice, and in 63,392 cases payment was made on attachment of 
property. The number of cases in which it was necessary to have actual 
recourse to sale was reduced from 9,112 in the previous year to 4,797. 


ADMINISTRATION oF THE Lanp REVENUE. 


21. There has been no change in the agency or mode.of management in 
— ment, regard to these estates. ‘The total expenditure 
og —*— from all sources incurred on works of i vement 
was Rs. 95,603, or only 3:4 per cent. on Rs. 27,61,380, which is the total 
collection of the year from these estates. The greatest portion of the expen- 
diture incurred was in drainage and irrigation works in the Majnamoota and 
Jellamoota estates. ‘T'he cultivation of new staples has not been neglected by 
the Director of the Agricultural Department. Buxar wheat was not found ve 
successful in other districts. Sugarcane and paddy were cultivated on improv 
methods in the Serampore estates. Different kinds of manure, including bone- 
meal, were tried with satisfactory results. Potatoes were cultivated in Patna 
and Bogra with a good outturn, Various new ploughs have been introduced 
into Government estates for experimental cultivation by the ryots, but in all 
cases have been rejected as being too heavy for country bullucks. The Beheea — 
sugar till is said to be generally in use, and is much appreciated by the ryots. 
Mr. Finucane visited Rhotas last cold weather with a view of Jatabliching 
fuel and fodder reserves on the Khotas and Rehul plateaus on the Kymore 
Hills, and submitted proposals to protect the forests in these plateaus, and 
fo reserve a forest tract at the foot of the hills, which are still under the con- 
sideration of the Forest Department.

In regard to the settlement now being taken in 
hand, it has been decided to make no alteration in existing rates, but to rely 
upon the increase in the area of holdings, and the extension of cultivation for, 
an increase of revenue. The estate of Banki in the same district, comprising 
an area of 120 square miles, is also under survey and settlement by the same 
means and agency. Of this estate, the survey of only six square miles had been 
completed by the close of the year. The outer boundary and traverse surveys 
of both of these estates having been completed, it is expected thatthe whole of 
the cadastral survey will be concluded during the coming cold season. The 
rents of the Majnamoota and Jellamoota estates have now been finally adjusted, 
and negotiations have been set on foot for restoring the management of the 
Jellamoota estate to its proprictors. The Chota Nagpore settlements have 
been completed, and the Board accord well-deserved praise to Mr. Slack for his 
efficient service as Settlement Officer in this division. 

The old Settlement Manual has been revised by the Board in communica- 
tion with the Director of Land Records, and new rules, which have been rendered 
necessary by the difference of procedure enjoined under the Tenancy Act, have 
pt submitted to Government, and will shortly be promulgated for general 
guidance.

From the nature of the case these figures afford very little standard of 
comparison with one another. During the first of these zeus no important 
cases were confirmed by the Board. In 1885-86 land was taken up in 
Calcutta for town improvements, and there was a heavy expenditure on railway 
lands. In 1886-87 a very large urea was acquired for irrigation purposes in 
Orissa, but the expense was smal!. During the past year there has been a heavy 
outlay in almost all departments. The principal ag in which the * 
ceedings were confirmed was the land on the Howrah foreshore for the Port 
Commissioners: 13 acres at a cost of Rs. 5,25,000. A total cost of more 
than 44 lakhs was incurred for railway lands, and more than two lakhs of rupees 
were paid for land taken up by municipalities, chiefly Calcutta. ‘the high cost 
per acre is due to the character of the land acquired. The proceedings in the 
ease of several important railway projects are still pending, and cannot be 
confirmed until the proceedings before the Civil Court have been disposed of. 
The revised rules prepared by the Board for the guidance of officers in the 
acquisition of at for public purposes are still undor the consideration of 
Government in the Public Works Department. 

26. Important special reports from the Board of Revenue have recently

The remarks in last year’s resolution on the length of the Sanitary Com- 
missioner’s report have been aitended to by Dr. Lidderdale, who has succeeded 
in caret his report ag to 65 pores without at the same time omitting 
anything of importance. 1e section relating to personal proceedings might

2. Remstration of Births.—Births were registered in 100 towns, against 45 
towns in 1886. It is no doubt due to the number of towns in which registration 
was enforced for the first time thai the recorded birth-rate fell from 21-04 per 
1,000 to 19°35. ‘he recorded birth-rate varied from 50°21 per mille in Jamal- 
pore to *66 per mille in Jehanabad, It is obvious that in many places sufficient 
attention has not been paid to the work of registration of vital statistics 
by the Municipal Commissioners who are at present responsible for it. The 
matter will be referred to the Municipal Department for such action as may be 
found necessary. 

8. Registration of Deaths.—The death-rate per mille for 1887 is 23-46 


' against 21°99 in 1886, and a mean ratio for the previous five years of 


20°96.. These figures indicate some improvement in the registration of 
vital statistics which is most marked in a more accurate record of the death- 
rate among children of less than five years of age. The number of deaths 
among children under one year has increased to 145°40 per mille from a quin- 
quennial mean of 111°81. There is reason to think, however, that the 
apparent improvement in registration is not altogether real. Dr. Lidderdale 
points out that the death-rate is calculated on the population as recorded in the 
census of 1881, and that, allowing for the probable increase in population 
‘since then, the corrected death-rate for 1887 would be about 21°41 per thousand. 
The rates recorded vary from 35°31 per 1,000 in Monghyr to 12°53 per 1,000

The most striking feature in this table is the close approximation between 
urban and rural mortality as compared with previous years. Dr. Lidderdale 
makes no remarks on the subject in discussing these ee though it would 
appear to require explanation, as, while the recorded death-rate rose in 
rural circles, it actually fell in urban circles considerably below the qain- 
quennial mean. From another part of his report it would appear that he 
attributes the decline to the fact that the charge of registration has been made 
over to municipal bodies (paragraph 5/9, This subject had been already 
noticed in a previous paragraph, and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that 


- measures may be taken to remove a decided blot in Municipal Administration. 


The only other notewortliy feature is the considerable mortality from cholera. 

5. Cholera —Yhe recorded deaths from cholera rose to 172,578, against 
118,368 in 1886, and a —— mean of 139,869 for 1882-86. The 
number of villages attacked was 23,894, against 21,567 in 1886. The severity 
of this disease varied greatly in different parts of the province. In Ben 
Proper the mortality fell to 1-70 per mille against 2°17 in 1886. The Suburbs of ' 
Calcutta, favourable climatic conditions notwithstanding, maintained its pre- 
eminence with a death-rate of 8°31, against a mean rate of 8°58 for the previous 
five years. The bad sanitary condition of Raneegunge, due, according to the Sani- 
tary Commissioner, to neglect of duty by the Municipal Commissioners, afforded 
a breeding ground for cholera, It should, however, be mentioned that, as 
appears from tle General Administration Report of the Burdwan Division, the 
Municipal Commis ioners of Ranigunge were most energetic in remedial measures 
after the disease had made its appearance. It appeared there in the cooly depdts, ' 
and was transmitted thence thgough Northern bengal causing much loss of life. { 
In Serampore there was an outhievek ascribed to the use of bad water. In Midna- 
pore cholera was imported. hy pilgrims returning from Pooree. In Behar the .

1t was worst in places near the Gya and 
bad districts. 
_ 6, Small-pox.—The number of deaths is the smallest on record, only -05 
mille, and testifies to the good results of systematic vaccination. 47 per cent. 
of the mortality is due to the Patna Division, where vaccinatiou has only been 
extended to three districts. In the Orissa Division vaccination is said to be 
backward and inoculators active, and the result is that 32 per cent. of the deaths 
are reported from that division. Dr. Lidderdale states that many of the deaths 
put down to small-pox are really due to measles or fever attended by anomalons 
eruptions. While the death-rate for rural circles is -05 per mille, urban circles 
show a mortality of 13, and the very unsatisfactory explanation given by the 
Sanitary: Commissioner is neglect of vaccination ant inefficient administration 
of the Compulsory Vaccination Act. 

7. Fever.—Vhe statistics of fever mortality give a death-rate of 16°44, the 
highest yet recorded. he increase, however, appears to be due to improved regis- 
tration, for the general view of Magistrates and Civil Surgeons is that the year was 
not an unhealthy one. There is a marked decline in the fatality in towns remarked 
on in paragraph 4. The Sanitary Commissioner remarks that of the eight 
districts heading the list, he believes all, except Monghyr, to be among the most 
feverish in the province, and he considers that this proves that in some parts 
of the country registration of deaths is beginning to show some relation to 
- actual facts. ‘The Rajshahye Division shows the very large death-rate of 27:16 

per 1,000 from fever, but the rise of 6-11 over the average for the five years 1882-86 

appears to be entirely due to better registration. In the Presidency Division the 

death-rate from fever in Nuddea has fallen from 29°22 per mille in 1884 and 

26:85 in 1885 to 21-¥9 in 1887. It appears, however, very doubtful whether this 

is due to anything but defective registration last year. In Tipperah fever was 

so severe that five hospital assistants were sent to treat cases. The returns, 
which must be altogether untrustworthy, only show a death-rate of 12°63, 

In Shahabad there was a decided change for the better, the death-rate having 

fallen from 29°20 in 1886 to 20°62. The Civil Surgeon is of opinion that:

8. Mortality from other Causes.—The mortality from bowel-complaints, 
injury and other causes during the year amounted to 56,893, 26,630, and 

204,813 against 55,693, 29,081, and 190,818 respectively in 1886. ‘The record 

of deaths from other causes is not reliable, and depends very much on the 

practice of the reporting and registering officers. The ratio for the whole 
province is only 3:09 per mille; but in Banpur rural circle in Pooree district 
it to 80°54 per mille, and the ratio of the Pooree district.is 14-72, followed 
by Bickergunge with a ratio of 7°83.

It is unsatisfactory that while ‘the total number of operations 
has increased by 108,378 as compared with the previous year, the number 
of operations in municipal and other areas, not included in the 4 
anche: has decreased by 9,140. Dr, Lidderdale’s remarks eine very 
useful depdt for bovine lymph in the Suburbs of Calcutta, and the desi i 
of establishing similar institutions on a smaller scale in large municipalities, 
such as Patna, Dacca, &c., will be sent to the Municipal Department. It is 
satisfactory to find that on the whole steady progress is being made, though 
there is still much opposition in many districts. From Moorshedabad and 
Beerbhoom it is reported that the long sustained opposition of the Ferazis is 
being steadily overcome, rt 

10. In the Sonthal Pergunnahs circle the services of the Government 
vaccinators were dispensed with, and the licensed system was introduced 
throughout the circle. The number of licensed vaccinators employed 
throughout the province was increased by 130. The Compulsory Vaccina- 
tion Act (Act V (B.C.) of 1880) was extended to 40 towns during the 
year. In a good many places more use might be made of the Act. Thus 

in Patna the backward state of vaccination is said to be due to the apathy 
and indifference of the Municipality, as weil as to the incompetence of 
the subordinate vaccination staff. In Motihari again no one was prosecuted 
up to the close of the year, and only 240 persons were vaccinated out of a 
population of 10,307. Dr. Lidderdale reports, however, that on the whole 

rogress was made, and that Municipal Commissioners are said to have 
— a more active administration of the law—a statement which it is difficult 
-to reconcile with the falling off in the number of operations noted in the 
-previous paragraph. The attention of the Municipal Department will be di- 
rected to this part of the report. The decrease in the death-rate of vaccinated 
areds from *13 in 1882-83 to ‘04 in 1857-88 contrasts very favourably with that 
in other areas, where it has varied between *55 in 1884-85 and -16 in 1886-87 
and 1887-88. 

11. Expenditure on sanitation.—-There has been a satisfactory increase in 
sanitary expenditure, excluding roads, of Rs. 1,04,994, but there are still man 
towns in which the expenditure under this head is very inadequate, while 
there were 25 towns in which nothing ‘was spent on original sanitary works. 
The most unsatisfactory feature of the expenditure is the very small sum 

‘allotted to the disposal of the dead, as in some places burial-grounds for Mahom- 
edans are an urgent sanitary want. 

12, Sanitary works.—The Bhagulpore water-works progressed satisfac- 
torily. Nothing has been done for the water-supply of the towns on the right 
bank of the Hooghly from Serampore to —— notwithstanding the condi- 
tions on which Howrah was relieved of its police charges. In Hooghly 
Mr. Toynbee’s efforts to get the owners of tanks to come forward and make 
them over to the District Board for the purpose of being repaired and main- 
tained as a source of drinking ee met with no success. In Burdwan 
Rs. 5,800 were advanced under the Land Improvements Loans Act to some land- 
holders and tenants for cleaning and deepening old and silted up tanks and for 
excavating new ones. In Dinagepore a large scheme of town drainage was in 

rogress at the expense of the Maharajah of Dinagepore. In Moorshedabad 
Rs. 1,645 were spent on the Baluchur drainage scheme. In Midnapore 
Rs. 29,692 were expended on the Surpai drainage works and upwards of 
Rs. 10,000 on protective embankments. In Howrah the Commissioners spent 
Rs, 30,000 on a small tramway for the removal of night-soil beyond municipal 
limite, ATs
